Tux great subject now on the tapis is the match for the Champion Challenge 
Cup and £100 a side, which will come off next Monday week, between Mather, 
of Manchester, and Beckwith, of Lambeth, and from the satisfactory manner 
in which everything is going on, it is likely to be the most exciting match 
which perhaps has ever taken place. |. Beckwith isa man well known all 
over England as a firai-rate swimmer, and, although he has not swam a race 
for four years, he kas challenged Mather, the present holder of the cup. His 
friends are numerous, and prepared to back him. Mather, of Manchestor, our 
readers will remember, beat several in the first compotition, and defeated 
Gardner on the 15th of June last, and is # winner of a great many prizes. It is 
to ‘be under the-management of the London Swimming Olub, who have 
chartered two steamers for the occasion, The men will swim between the two 
to prevent the Over-crowding of the small boats. Asthe lL. S. OC, bas for tte 
object the promotion of swimming only, the profits arising from the boats will 
be given to the men. 

As we have announced, a silver cup, the gift of “A Swimmer,” is given ou 
the firat Monday of every month, open to all, barring winners, consequently 
the competition took place last Monday, this being the fifth cup given. This 
cup competition has brought together « great number of our best awimmers, 
and has otherwise materially assisted the art. There are two more to he given 
this season, 80 that there is not much time now to be lostin practising. The 
winnera of the five given are Jones, Drakeford, Garduer, Gurr, and Stewart. 
The last took place at St. George's Baths, Pimlico, and attracted a largo 
number to witness it. The heats were ably contested, the distance for the 
trial heats being twelve lengths of the bath, and twenty for the flnal—the bath 
about sixty feet long. The first heat brought kagelies Regan, Grove, and 
Stewart: won by the latter. Second heat: Caplin, Jones, and Boyce; won by 
the latter easily. Third heat: Sowton, 0. Bartlett, T. Evans, and Hayea: won 


by the latter. Fourth heat: Nicholson, Pearce, H.. Evans, and Payton: won 


by the latter, After about a quarter of an hour the four winners entered with 
& very even start, and after a severe contest was decided by Stewart winning. 
These contests for the cups are under the ablo management of W. Ramage, 
whose benefit takes plece on the 26th, at Davies-street, Berkeloy-aquare, and We
